In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 11 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Examiner and Applicant dicussed the examiner's interpretation of selection of an instruction for execution and 
confirmation of the selection. Specifically, applicant explained that selection of the OR instruction occurs in the explicit 
select stage of Stark's pipeline (Fig. 11b) and that confirmation of this selection occurs in the tag-broadcast stage one 
cycle later. Applicant argued that, by this reasoning, the SUB instruction would not wakeup until the selection of the 
OR instruction is confirmed since the SUB instruction's wakeup is dependent on the tag-broadcast of the OR 
instruction. However, the examiner explained that the claim language is not limited to such reasoning. Instead, 
multiple types of selection occur throughout the course of a pipeline. The selection which anticipates applicant's claims 
is the selection of the OR instruction to enter the execute stage in cycle 3. The confirmation of the selection would then 
be the execution of the instruction itself because if the instruction executes, then it had to have been selected to 
execute. Applicant then asked whether execution would still read on a first confirmation of the selection. The examiner 
stated that it would because when an instruction is selected for execution just prior to execution, the execution itself is 
the first confirmation that it was selected. Applicant proposed other possible claim amendments including one which 
required that the select loop perform the selection for execution. However, the examiner stated that it must be made 
clear, within the claims, that the select loop excludes the logic which the examiner is relying on to currently reject the 
claims. 
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
